Not  much  of  a difference  but  noticeable  when 
you  compare  the  two  issues.  This  token  is  in  the 
traditional  red  in  color  and  has  a type  three  reverse. 
The  token  pictured  on  the  bottom  is  from  Princeton, 
IN  and  is  also  shown  in  my  book  on  page  47,  but 
this  one  has  an  Indian  Head  reverse  while  the  one  in 
the  book  has  a Buffalo  reverse.

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FENTON,  MICHIGAN 

The  first  wooden  nickel  to  commemorate  a centennial  in  the  United  States  was  issued  in  Fenton, 
Michigan.  These  woods  were  issued  in  1934.  The  idea  of  using  wooden  nickels  as  a means  of  publicizing  the 
Fenton  Centennial  was  the  brain-child  of  J.  C.  Peck  and  Horace  Hitchcock,  who  were  in  charge  of  publicity  for 
the  centennial. 

The  wooden  nickels  were  printed  in  Fenton  by  Claude  Cohoon  who  had  a print  shop  on  East  Caroline  Street. 
Colonel  Fenton  and  Daniel  LeRoy  were  almost  equally  and  jointly  responsible  for  the  founding  of  Fenton.  The 
main  street  of  Fenton  is  named  after  Mr.  LeRoy.  Mr.  Peck  and  Mr.  Hitchcock  thought  that  it  might  be  a nice 
gesture  to  have  Mr.  LeRoy  acknowledged  for  this  event,  so  exactly  twenty  of  the  one  wooden  nickels  with  Mr. 
LeRoy’ s picture  were  printed.  These  twenty  issues  were  given  to  the  twenty  men  who  acted  on  the  executive 
committee  for  the  celebration.  As  of  this  writing  (June  1967),  only  six  of  these  special  issues  can  be  accounted 
for. 

The  committee  did  not  anticipate  the  rapidity  with  which  these  wooden  nickels  would  be  picked  up  and  taken 
out  of  circulation.  The  nickels  were  printed  in  series  of  one,  two  and  five  wooden  nickels.  Originally  2,500  of 
each  series  were  printed.  These  were  distributed  to  local  merchants,  who  paid  face  value  for  the  woods.  They  in 
turn  were  to  hand  them  out  to  customers  as  change,  if  acceptable  to  those  customers.  There  was  no  problem  in 
getting  the  co-operation  of  the  merchants,  since  all  wooden  nickels  were  redeemable  at  par  prior  to  July  7,  1934. 
They  were  released  to  the  merchants  about  a month  before  the  date  of  the  celebration  and  in  less  than  one  week 
the  supply  of  wooden  nickels  were  all  but  gone.  A second  printing  was  made  of  about  1,500  pieces  of  each  issue 
and  handed  out  to  the  merchants  one  week  before  July  4th.  By  noon  on  July  4th,  no  wooden  nickels  were  to  be 
found.  On  July  7th  approximately  $7.50  worth  of  wooden  nickels  were  presented  for  redemption,  and  these  were 
all  presented  because  they  had  been  broken. 

Following  July  7th  there  were  so  many  requests  from  out-of-town  people  asking  for  copies  of  the  wooden 
nickels,  the  committee  decided  to  run  off  a small  additional  supply  to  take  care  of  those  requests.  There  were 
about  1,000  copies  printed,  but  no  record  as  to  the  domination  printed

40th  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  I.O.W.M.C. 


40th  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  I.O.W.M.C. 
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“THE  MAMMOTH  SPECTACLE” 


During  June  29th  to  July  4th,  1953  Newton  Falls,  Ohio,  held  their  Sesquicentennial  celebration.  Long  before 
events  being  held,  the  John  B.  Rogers  Production  Company  of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  was  working  with  the  Newton 
Falls  Sesquicentennial  committees  to  put  together  a program.  The  Newton  Falls  Herald  had  many  ads  placed 
that  requested  the  donation  of  materials  required  and  that  local  talent  was  needed.  The  event  was  being  billed  as 
“The  Mammoth  Spectacle”.  Presentation  of  events  were  placed  into  episodes  and  held  during  the  six  day  event 
at  the  High  School  stadium.  Episode  one  was  used  to  honor  the  Queen  and  her  royal  family.  The  second  episode 
depicted  the  first  white  man  to  Newton  Falls  and  his  meeting  with  the  Delaware,  Shawnee  and  Ottawa  Indians. 
“Remember  The  Sabbath”  was  part  of  their  third  episode.  Towns  folk  going  to  the  first  church  built  in  Newton 
Falls  after  the  founding.  With  the  4th  & 5th  came  the  first  school  days.  Part  of  the  feature  showed  five  children 
skipping  school  and  getting  caught  by  the  teacher.  Next  was  canal  days  and  took  place  along  the  banks  of  the 
river.  People  lined  the  banks  to  wave  at  Ms.  Jenny  Lind  as  she  went  by.  Jenny  Lind  was  an  opera  singer  from 
out  east.  There  were  two  large  scenes  of  the  civil  war  and  local  actors  were  used  to  portray  General  Lee, 

General  Grant  and  that  of  President  Lincoln.  Next  came  the  “Gay  Nineties”  followed  with  fast  and  humorous 
scenes  showing  comedy  cops  and  a large  production  of  cancan  dancers.  Episode  eleven  covered  the  events  of 
the  first  and  second  world  wars.  The  last  event  was  a large  parade  with  local  floats  and  hundreds  of  episode 
actors  walking  along.  On  the  evening  of  July  4th,  the  spectacle  concluded  with  a large  fireworks  display. 

A three  piece  set  of  wooden  flats  were  issued  to  commemorate 
■■ 1 ^ ^ wvwt-n  ">'■■■  Newton  Falls  150th  anniversary.  These  were  sold  to  local 

JL  !'  _ 3P^i^JssuE  \ 1 merchants  and  offered  at  the  headquarters  in  the  city  building. 

Values  of  five  cents,  ten  cents  and  twenty  five  cents  were  placed 
on  the  three  piece  set  and  each  was  printed  in  black  ink.  These 
could  be  redeemed  at  face  value  until  July  6,  1953  at  the  Union 
Savings  and  Trust  Bank  of  Warren.  Records  show  that  the  Newton 
Falls  Herald  received  hundreds  of  requests  in  reply  to  their  article 
about  the  wooden  money  being  available.  Many  of  the  residents 
purchased  the  set  of  woods  and  mailed  them  to  family  and  friends 
the  same  day  they  were  offered  to  the  public.  Today,  these  woods  are  not  found  in  very  many  collections  and 
records  show  that  they  were  sold  to  the  Newton  Falls  merchants  the  same  as  for  many  of  the  other  events  that 
the  John  B.  Rogers  Production  Company  printed  wooden  money  for.  It  is  to  remain  a mystery  as  to  why  these 
woods  are  so  hard  to  locate.  One  local  story  was  that  the  court  house  caught  on  fire  and  some  of  the  wood  issues 
might  have  been  stored  there.  But  after  going  through  newspapers  from  the  Newton  Falls  Herald,  it  was 
discovered  that  this  is  nothing  more  than  a local  tale  that  was  being  passed  around.  If  you  have  any  of  these 
issues  then  count  yourself  lucky  to  have  one.  If  you  have  a complete  set  then  you  are  very  lucky  indeed. 

In  1 971 , a three  piece  set  of  wooden  nickels  were  also  issued  from  Newton  Falls.  But  this  is  a story  to  be  told  in

These  issues  have  the  higher  book 
value  for  sale  and  trade.  Semi-official  issues  follow 
but  hold  a lower  value  between  collectors.  Next 
you  will  find  wood  termed  as  “junk"  wood.  These 
issues  run  from  A to  Z,  and  cover  almost  anything 
you  can  print  onto  a wooden  nickel.  Examples  are 
such  things  as  coin  shops,  restaurants,  political, 
pharmacy,  military,  scouting,  festival,  fair,  rodeo, 
sports  and  etc. ..  These  types  of  woods  are  found  at 
coin  shops,  antique  shops,  flea  markets  and  other 
such  places.  Oddly  enough,  many  collectors  of 
wooden  money  have  collections  comprised  of  these 
“junk”  wood  issues.  These  are  cataloged  as  Theme 
Collections.  Wood  issues  that  are  related  in  a 
subject  matter  and  cataloged  by  the  collector  of 
such  material.  Some  of  these  types  of  collections 
are  very  small  while  others  are  extensive  in  there 
theme.  Wooden  money  collectors  have  found 
another  source  of  collecting  that  is  low  cost, 
material  is  available  and  enjoy  it  equal  to  that  of 
official  wooden  money  as  well.  It  only  takes  one 
wood  to  spark  your  interest,  two  or  more  of  the 
same  and  you  are  a step  closer  to  collecting  the 
issues.  There  is  very  little  value  in  having  theme 
collections  aside  from  the  supplies  purchased  to 
house  the  collection.  Theme  collections  like  that  of 
wooden  money,  are  just  another  hobby  to  enjoy  and 
share  with  fellow  collectors  in  our  hobby.

Drug  Store  Chain  Sold 
Tenino’s  Wooden  Money 

A souvenir  of  depression  days 
in  the  form  of  a bit  of  wooden 
money  was  sent  to  Coin  World 
by  Herman  Herst  Jr.,  of  Shrub 
Oak,  N.Y.,  a regular  contributor 
to  Coin  World’s  sister  publica- 
tion, Linn’s  Weekly  Stamp 
News. 

Herst  was  brought  up  on  the 
West  Coast  in  Portland,  Ore., 
and  recalls  the  depression  quite 
well,  as  he  graduated  from 
Reed  College  there  in  1931. 

In  1933,  the  lumber  town  of 
Tenino,  Wash.,  in  order  to 
relieve  the  shortage  of  money  in 
circulation  and  to  permit  pay- 
ment of  debts,  had  the  chamber 
of  commerce  issue  a series  of 
wooden  notes. 

The  coast  chain  of  drug 
stores,  the  Owl  Drug  Co.  pur- 
chased a quantity  of  these  from 
the  chamber  of  commerce,  and 
placed  them  on  sale  at  face 
value  at  their  Portland  store  in 
the  spring  of  1933.  It  is  supposed 
that  they  purchased  them  at  a 
discount  from  face  value  to  per- 
mit their  sale  at  face,  a deal 
the  chamber  presumably  was 
happy  to  make,  since  they  knew 
the  bills  would  never  come  back 
to  Tenino  for  redemption,  Herst

Herst  adds  that  the  origin  of 
the  name  Tenino  is  also  rather 
interesting. 

When  the  town  was  started, 
residents  argued  about  a 
suitable  name  for  it,  without 
being  able  to  agree.  Finally,  one 
person  suggested  that  since  the 
elevation  of  the  town  was  1,090 
feet,  a suitable  name  would  be 
ten-nine-o,  and  that  was  chosen. 
Occasionally  it  is  thought  to  be 
of  Indian  derivation,  but  it  ’c 
not.  And  with  this  little  story 
mind,  mispronunciation  of  file- 
name would  be  impossible.

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MYSTERY  OF  THE  RED  X 

In  1998,  the  Village  of  Mantua,  Ohio,  held  their  centennial  celebration.  A 
wooden  nickel  was  issued  for  the  event  from  the  Mayor’s  office.  Issues 
are  five  cents,  have  an  Indian  and  printed  in  green  ink.  Thousands  of  these 
issues  were  purchased  for  the  pianed  weekend  event  to  be  held  during  the 
mid  summer.  Due  to  poor  weather  during  their  weekend  celebration,  the 
public  turn  out  was  far  below  what  was  expected,  and  this  left  a large 
amount  of  wooden  nickels  in  the  Mayor’s  office.  During  1999,  the  woods 
were  sold  at  different  events  held  during  the  year  and  still  they  had  a large  amount  to  recover  their  funds  from. 
The  extra  woods  were  boxed  up  and  kept  at  the  home  of  the  Mayor’s  secretary  for  the  next  two  years.  Mantua 
hosts  an  annual  Potato  Festival  that  predates  back  to  the  Civil  War.  Known  then  as  the  “Potato  Show”,  local 
farmers  would  bring  in  their  product  to  be  put  on  display  for  awards,  fixed  into  different  kinds  of  food  items  and 
take  orders  for  next  years  harvest.  It  was  during  1938  when  local  merchants  and  businessmen  held  a meeting  at 
the  city  hall  and  changed  the  name  to  Potato  Festival.  The  event  was  more  a country  fair  than  a festival  up  to 
_iis  time.  County  agents  and  agricultural  experts  were  on  hand  to  answer  questions  and  give  advice  on  potato 
production  in  the  area.  During  World  War  Two  the  potato  festival  went  into  the  vegetable  bin  and  was  not 
started  up  again  until  1974.  It  is  held  the  weekend  after  Labor  Day  and  has  turned  into  a three  day  event.  It  was 
during  2000  while  I and  my  family  attended  the  festival  that  I found  the  1998  official  by  chance.  We  had 
purchased  some  food  items  from  the  vendors  at  the  festival  and  needed  a place  to  sit  and  eat.  The  only  tables 
with  enough  room  for  us  to  stay  together  was  in  the  beer  tent.  This  is  set  up  every  year  as  part  of  the  festival 
regulars.  It  was  while  we  were  passing  through  the  front  to  the  tables  that  my  daughter  noticed  wooden  nickels 
(she  has  been  trained  well)  in  the  cash  box.  I asked  if  I might  have  a few  of  the  woods  and  was  told  that  they 
were  $2.00  each.  Once  you  purchase  a “token”  you  take  it  to  the  rear  of  the  tent  and  cash  it  in  for  a beer  or 
glass  of  wine.  After  paying  the  two  dollars  and  receiving  the  wooden  nickel,  I noticed  it  had  a large  red  X 
marked  on  it.  I asked  if  there  were  any  woods  without  this  marking  and  was  told  that  it  was  put  there  to  keep 
from  giving  their  product  away.  It  seems  that  some  of  the  locals  caught  onto  the  great  idea  of  bringing  in  the 
woods  that  were  issued  back  in  1998  and  using  them  to  drink  for  free.  To  stop  this  from  going  on,  the  vendor 
placed  a red  X on  every  wood  they  were  using.  It  would  seem  that  the  Village  of  Mantua  had  sold  the 
remainder  of  their  wooden  nickels  to  this  vendor  and  for  the  first  year  (unmarked)  they  were  used  for  drink 
tokens.  What  stopped  the  locals  from  putting  a red  X on  their  woods  is  beyond  me.  Anyways,  it  was  not  until 
2002  when  I was  able  to  obtain  an  unmarked  issue  of  the  official  wooden  nickel.  If  you  have  the  issue  in  your 
collection  with  a red  X marked  upon  it,  then  you  now  know  the  rest  of  the  story  behind  it.

Evanston  - Northwestern  University  Centennial  Wooden  Nickels

Every  wooden  nickel  tells  a story  and  that’s  one  of  the  things  that  fascinated  me  so  much  that  I got  involved  in  collecting 
them.  In  1951  the  city  of  Evanston,  Illinois  put  out  13  series  of  flat  wooden  nickels,  totaling  89  pieces,  to  commemorate  the 
centennial  of  Northwestern  University.  Each  of  the  series  has  a story  behind  it,  as  follows. 

Centennial  Hall  - Kresge  Centennial  Hall  (1955)  was  built  to  commemorate  Northwestern’s  1 00th  anniversary  and  named 
for  the  Kresge  Foundation  (which  gave  $500,000  of  the  $2.4  million  cost  of  the  building). 

John  Evans  - A wealthy  physician  and  businessman,  he  moved  to  Chicago  where  he  founded  Mercy  Hospital,  the  Illinois 
Medical  Society,  was  elected  to  the  Chicago  City  Council,  founded  the  Illinois  Republican  Party,  ran  for  congress  and  was 
a friend  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  In  addition  to  being  a successful  physician,  he  invented  many  surgical  instruments,  some  of 
which  are  still  in  use.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Northwestern  University  where  he  chaired  the  Board  of  Trustees  until 
his  death  in  1887,  even  though  he  eventually  became  the  Colorado  Territory  Governor  from  1862-1865.  Evanston  is  named 
after  him. 

Glencoe  - City  to  the  north  of  Winnetka.  First  settled  by  Anson  Taylor  in  1836  on  the  Fort  Dearborn-Green  Bay  trail.  It 
was  first  named  Taylorsport.  Most  of  the  land  was  owned  by  a farmer,  Matthew  Coe,  and  the  name  may  originate  from 
“Coe’s  Glen”  or  Glencoe,  Scotland. 

Glenview  - City  to  the  west  of  Wilmette.  Marquette  and  Joliet  were  said  to  have  traveled  through  the  area  in  1673.  1832 
marked  the  first  permanent  settlers.  After  the  great  Chicago  fire  in  October  1871  a railroad  was  built  from  Chicago  to 
Milwaukee  to  bring  lumber  south  to  rebuild  Chicago.  A meeting  at  a local  tavern  in  1899  came  up  with  the  name  Glenview 
because  you  could  view  the  glen  from  there. 

Lady  Elgin  - Wisconsin  was  the  site  of  the  founding  of  the  Republican  Party  and,  in  the  presidential  election  of  1860,  it 
was  embroiled  in  states’  rights  and  slavery  issues.  On  September  7,  1860  the  Lady  Elgin,  a double-decked  side-wheeled 
steamer,  departed  Milwaukee  for  Chicago  with  a Democratic  militia  to  attend  a Stephen  A.  Douglas  party  rally.  Around 
11:30  PM  the  Lady  Elgin,  with  up  to  700  persons  and  50  head  of  cattle,  departed  for  Milwaukee.  At  2:30  AM  it  collided 
with  the  schooner  Augusta  which  was  bound  for  Chicago  with  a load  of  Wisconsin  lumber.  Within  20  minutes  the  Lady 
Elgin  sank  in  60  feet  of  water  and  only  160  passengers  were  saved.  Over  1000  Milwaukee  children  were  orphaned. 

Grosse  Point  Light  House  - A historic  lighthouse  built  in  1 873  in  what  was  then  known  as  Grosse  Point.  It  sits  on  a point 
of  land  that  juts  into  Lake  Michigan  and  was  built  to  guide  ships  on  Lake  Michigan. 

Orrington  Lunt  - A strong  Methodist  and  successful  commodities  broker  was  co-founder  of  Northwestern  University  and 
was  responsible  for  the  selection  of  the  site  for  the  university  when,  in  1865,  he  deeded  157  acres  for  creation  of  the 
university.  He  is  credited  as  its  most  devoted  servant  and  presided  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1865.  The 
university’s  fist  library  was  renamed  Lunt  Hall  in  his  honor. 

McGaw  Memorial  Hall  - Also  known  as  Shirley  Welsh-Ryan  Arena,  which  is  the  site  for  Northwestern  University’s 
basketball  arena. 

Old  College  - Northwestern  University  was  founded  in  1850  by  John  Evans,  a strong  Methodist  and  an  idealistic  young 
man  dedicated  to  building  a Christian  university  in  the  old  Northwestern  Territory.  In  1851  Northwestern  University  was 
chartered  by  the  state  of  Illinois.  In  1855  a three-story  frame  structure,  later  known  as  Old  College,  was  erected.  The  first 
classes  were  held  in  the  structure  in  1855,  which  still  stands  to  this  day. 

Skokie  - City  bordering  Evanston  to  the  west.  First  settlers  were  from  Germany  and  Luxembourg.  Incorporated  in  1888  as 
Niles  Center  and  changed  to  Skokie  in  1940. 

Frances  Willard  - Bom  in  New  York,  the  family  moved  to  Evanston  in  1858  so  that  she  could  attend  Northwestern 
Female  College.  She  became  the  first  Dean  of  Women  at  Northwestern  University  and  was  instrumental  in  the  university 
becoming  co-educational  in  1869.  From  1879  until  her  death  in  1898  she  promoted  women’s  rights,  suffrage,  equal  pay  for 
equal  work,  an  8-hour  day  and  temperance. 

Wilmette  - City  bordering  Evanston  to  the  north.  First  settled  about  1829  and  incorporated  in  1872.  It  was  named  after  the 
first  settler,  a Frenchman  named  Ouilmette. 

Winnetka  - City  to  the  north  of  Wilmette.  Founded  in  1836  by  a family  who  built  a tavern  on  the  trail  from  Fort  Dearborn, 
as  Chicago  was  called  back  then,  to  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin.  Incorporated  in  1869.

The  wooden  dollar  that  announces  the  30th  annual  Prescott,  AZ  Coin 
Club’s  Coin  & Collectibles  Show  at  the  Embry-Riddle  Aeronautical 
University  Gymnasium,  3700  Willow  Creek  Road,  Prescott,  AZ,  on 
May  13-15,  2004,  also  commemorates  the  140th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  Prescott,  Arizona.  Both  sides  are  printed  in  brown  ink. 
The  obverse  gives  information  about  the  show,  and  the  reverse  side 
features  a drawing  of  the  First  Governor’s  Mansion,  courtesy  of  the 
artist,  Karen  Lindquist. 


It  was  only  fitting  to  celebrate  Prescott’s  140th  birthday  with  a picture  of  the  First  Governor’s  Mansion  because 
it  is  the  oldest  building  associated  with  the  Arizona  Territory  that  is  still  standing  on  the  original  location.  And 
the  mansion,  now  restored  to  depict  its  life  as  both  a home  and  office  of  the  Governor  on  the  Arizona  frontier 
and  functioning  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  Sharlot  Hall  Museum  which  surrounds  it,  was  undoubtedly  saved  from 
demolition  by  Sharlot  Hall  herself,  who  first  founded  her  museum  in  that  building  in  1927. 


However,  back  in  May,  1 864,  the  site  was  a knoll  which  sloped  eastward  toward  Granite  Creek  and  was 
covered  with  Ponderosa  pine  trees  that  became  the  logs,  boards,  and  roof  shingles  of  the  territorial  governor's 
home.  Construction  under  Samuel  Blair  took  four  months  and  cost  $6,000.00. 


And  “mansion”  is  truly  a misnomer  when  one  sees  this  small  rustic  log  building,  but  it  was  truly  a mansion  in 
comparison  to  the  tents,  wagon  boxes,  and  much  smaller  log  cabins  in  which  most  of  Prescott’s  other  citizens 
were  then  living  in.  It  was  located  near  the  capitol  building,  although  the  first  Territorial  Legislature  probably 
met  there  during  the  winter  of  1 864. 

Information  about  the  First  Governor’s  Mansion  was  provided  courtesy  of  Sharlot  Hall  Museum,  and  you  can 
take  a virtual  tour  of  the  building  and  obtain  much  more  information  about  it  if  you  go  to  their  web  site  at 
www.sharlot.onz.

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FRANKLINTON  AND  FRANKLIN  COUNTY 


For  the  past  twelve  years,  central  Ohio  has  celebrated  its  historical  heritage  through  numerous  events;  some 
have  issued  official  wooden  nickels  to  commemorate  their  events. 

Franklinton  was  the  first  permanent  settlement  in  what  is  now  Franklin  County.  It  was  established  in  1797  by 
Lucas  Sullivant,  a surveyor  for  the  Virginia  Military  District.  Franklinton  became  the  county  seat  in  1803,  the 
year  Ohio  and  Franklin  County  were  created,  and  remained  the  seat  until  1 824. 

Unfortunately,  Sullivant  located  in  a low  lying  area  along  the  Scioto  River,  which  made  Franklinton  constantly 
susceptible  to  flooding.  Probably  the  most  memorable  flood  occurred  in  1913,  when  Franklinton,  Dayton,  and 
numerous  other  Ohio  communities  suffered  significant  loss  of  life  and  property.  There  are  many  period  photo 
postcards  that  document  this  tragedy.  In  an  attempt  to  correct  this  problem  and  to  encourage  economic 
development  in  the  area,  the  Federal  government  recently  constructed  a series  of  flood  walls  and  gates  in 
Franklinton. 


In  1812,  when  Ohio  was  looking  for  a permanent  location  for  the  state  capital,  the  legislature  accepted  a 
proposal  from  four  businessmen  to  create  a new  town  on  the  higher  east  bank  of  the  Scioto  River,  opposite 
Franklinton.  The  new  state  capital  was  to  be  called  Columbus,  in  honor  of  the  famous  explorer.  Eventually, 
Franklinton  would  become  a community  within  Columbus,  and  be  dissolved  as  a separate  town. 


During  the  War  of  1 812,  Franklinton  became  the  headquarters  of  the  Army  of  the  Northwest.  The  Army’s 
Commander  was  Major  General  (and  later  President)  William  Henry  Harrison.  Franklinton  was  also  the  site  of 
a significant  council  between  Harrison  and  fifty  Indian  chiefs  and  warriors,  including  Chief  Tarhe,  where  on 
June  21,  1813,  the  Indians  pledged  their  support  of  Harrison  in  the  war  against  the  British. 


In  1816,  Sullivant  built  a bridge  across  the  Scioto  River  to  connect  Franklinton  to  Columbus.  The  bridge 
eventually  became  a part  of  the  National  Road.  The  bridge  was  rebuilt  many  times,  the  most  recent  occurring  in 


1992. 


On  June  20,  1992,  the  newest  Broad  Street  bridge  was  dedicated, 
including  an  official  wooden  nickel  (5,000  printed).  From  September 
3 to  6,  1997,  the  Franklinton  Bicentennial  was  celebrated  (no  woods 
were  issued).  On  May  6,  2000,  a statue  of  Lucas  Sullivant  was 
dedicated  along  the  Scioto  River,  next  to  the  Broad  street  bridge, 
including  an  official  wooden  nickel  (1,0000  printed).  From  April 
30  to  May  4,  2003,  the  Franklin  County  Bicentennial  was  celebrated, 
and  a wooden  nickel  was  issued  for  this  event  (1 1,000  printed).  On 
March  15,  2004,  the  Franklinton  flood  wall  project  was  dedicated,  to 
Include  a wooden  nickel  (5,250  printed).  The  first  thirty  SASE’s  that 
are  received  will  be  sent  one  Franklin  County  Bicentennial  wooden 
nickel  and  one  floodwall  dedication  wooden  nickel.  (No  bridge  or 
statue  dedication  wooden  nickels  are  available.)

I never  did  make  it  to  the  market  to  check  it  out  and  they  are 
now  closed  for  the  season.  I do  have  it  on  my  agenda  foe  next  spring.

New  Year  to  all  of  you,  and  may  Santa  leave  lots  of  woods  in  your  stockings!

\ mid-May.  the  Prince  George  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Prince  George,  British  Columbia, 
issued  a 2004  dated  $3.00  municipal  trade  token 
printed  on  white  spruce,  2 7/8  inches  in  diameter 
and  % inch  in  thickness.  For  many  years,  this  has 
been  the  largest  printed  wood  and  also  the  largest 
wooden  trade  token  issued  in  Canada.  Locally,  the 
wooden  token  sells  at  face  value  of  $3.00.  Most 
wooden  tokens  purchased  are  not  redeemed  for 
merchandise,  but  are  kept  as  souvenirs  by  tourists, 
residents  of  Prince  George  and  collectors.  This  is 
the  second  in  the  155th  issue  of  large  spruce 
municipal  trade  tokens  issued  by  the  chamber. 

Their  first  issue  started  back  in  1958  and  makes  for 
a very  nice  collection  to  complete.

MANCHESTER,  OHIO 

Ohio  artists  and  bam  owners  were  honored  during  a 
weekend  back  on  October  23,  2004.  for  starting  a 
national  phenomenon.  Twenty  bam  owners  and 
seven  artists  were  honored  for  their  Bam  quilt 
squares.  The  event,  hosted  by  the  Adams  County 
Historical  Society  and  Travel  & Visitors  Bureau, 
coincided  with  the  National  Make  a Difference 
Day-  largest  single  day  of  volunteering  in  America. 
The  painted  bam  quilt  squares  project  began  back  in 
200 1 when  Ohio  arts  Council  member  Donna  Sue 
Groves  wanted  to  create  something  to  honor  her 
mother’s  passion,  quilting.  On  the  side  of  her  barn 
she  painted  the  pattern  known  as  the  Saw  Tooth 
Star.  In  the  1920’s,  the  Saw  Tooth  Star  was  also 
called  the  nameless  star.  This  pattern’s  center 
square  was  often  used  for  signatures  in  album 
quilts.  This  quilt  painting  sparked  a movement  that 
now  can  be  seen  throughout  29  counties  in  Ohio 
and  as  far  away  as  parts  of  Iowa,  and  still  it  is 
spreading!  The  same  saw  tooth  design  can  be 
found  on  the  obverse  side  wooden  nickel  issued 
from  Berlin,  Ohio,  for  their  Sesquicentennial  held 
back  in  1966.
